Charles Boudinet, proprietor of the Green 
Tree saloon, at 906 Sidney street, shortly de- 
fore midnight Sunday, while on his way 
home, was sprang upon at the corner of 
Ninth and Anne streets, by two men, who 
choked him into imsensibility, dragged him 
up an alleyway, and after ring his pockets, 
left him lying im a mortar box fall of 
sand.

GROWING WORSE, 


The Situation of the Imhabitants ef 
Leurenze Marquese. 


LOURENZO MaRQUBSE, Delagoa Bay, Sept. 
26.—The situation of affairs here is growing 
worse. The outlying detachments of Portu- 
guese troops which were hastily calledia to 
take part in the defense of the town were 80 
closely pursued by the natives tat they 
were compelied to abandon their arms and 


ammanition. 

The total strength of the Portuguese troops 
available to defend the town is only 420 
oficersand men and tune Kaflirs threatening 
to attack it are estimated to number 7,000. 


The Kaffirs are the most cruel and relent- 
less Of all the native tribes of Africa. They 
ere the Sioux of the Dark Continent—the 
bravest of warriors and the most cruel of en- 
smiles. 

They outnumber the whites fifty to one, are 
men of large physique and high intelligence. 
They would rather fight than live in peace. 
From youth they are skilled in the use of 
primitive weapons. Young Kafir boys 
compete with each other in casting the as 
segai. Likethe young bucks ofthe Sioux 
Nation, they win the applause of their elders 
withthe bow and arrow,aod are nat ac- 
couoted warrierse until they have killed a 
buman being, whether a white man from 
some of the neighboring settlements or the 
member of a less powerful tribe of negroes. 

In many respects they closely resembie the 
North American Indians, being mostly ofa 
tawny copper color instead of dlack, and 
close observers of nature as it presents itself 
to them in all its phases. The Kafirs follow 
the trail, signal to eacb other by tappings on 
the ground or by the smoke of wet burning 
twigs, and move sewifty and noiselessy in 
single dle. 

Their chieftain are men of great bravery 
and intelligence. Magate,one of tie rebel 
chiefs, is a veritable Sittiae Bull, with a 
long record of murdering, pillaging and ra- 
pine. 

Ihe best of the Kar tribes have light and 
clear brown compiexions, and they average 
nearly s feet in height. They are slim, well 
propertioned, muscular. But originally the 
owners of the most fertile and heaithy lands 
In South Africa, they have been gradually 
crowded back or subdued dy the British, Por- 
tuguese and Dutch colonists. At times they 
have made a vigorous resistance and have 
inflicted great losses on the invading set- 
tlers. About the time that Europe was busy 
with the great Napoleonic wars they killed 
men, women and children, and lald waste 
the unprotected settlements. It required all 
the British forces in South Africa to oves- 
come them. 

One of the most formidable tnroads of the 
Kare was about sixty years ago, when 
they burst across the frontier with 10,000 
fighting men and slaughtered great numbers 
of people. It required nine months of hand- 
to-hand fighting tosubduethem. That war 
was comparable in ferceness tothe fight be 
tween the English settlers and the Maoris in 
New Zealand. Fifteen years later there was 
another big war, and there was yet another, 
though not quite so extensive, ia 1877.

Tokio, Sept. 26. — The second Japanese army 
mobilized at Hiroshima and consisting of 80, - 
000 men under the command of Field Marshal 
Count Oyama, embarked yesterdayamid in- 
tense enthusiasm. 

The Emperor, previous to his departure, 
reviewed the troops and the transports, es- 
corted by the second Japanese squadron, 
sailed away, their destination do 
ing enknown, although it is reported 
vaguely thatthe squadron is bound for the 
Yellow Sea. Daring the absence from Japan 
of Field Marshal Count Oyama, who is also 
Mimister of War, the Minister of Marine will 
assume the duties of Minister of War, in 
addition to his other responsible positions. 

It is officially announced at Tokio that the 
report that an amistice has been proposed 
by England and Russia, is untrae. 


INTERCEPTED A BRITISH SHIP. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 16.— A Chinese war ship 
on Friday last intercepted the English ship 
Patharg in the Formosa Channel, upon sus. 
picion thatshe was carrying munitions of 
war. The Pathan was taken to Kee Lung. a 
treaty port of the Island of Formosa, where 
her cargo was overhauled by the Chinese au- 
thorities.

He 
has received ab autograph letter from Mrs. 
Stanford im reply that it is not in 
her power to relieve the distressed 
strikers.

If WAS BUILT AS A HOUSE OF INDUSTRY 
AED SHOULD BE ONE RoW. 


The Rescue Workers Will Inquire Into 
the Legal Status ef the Institution to 
See if It Cannot Be Recovered as a 
Hospite! and Home ter the Olass 
Whese Money Built It. 


At the great mass-meeting of Social Purity 
and Reseue Workers held at the Union M. E. 
Chareh on Monday the chief subject dis- 
cussed was how to provide additional homes 
for the unfortunate women and giris who are 
dally Deing taken from the immoral ho uses 

During the discussion the statement was 
made that the original intention in founding 
what is now commonly known as the Female 
Hospital was to furnish not only a hospital 
for women, but a rescue home as well. 
The statement was a good deal of a 
surprise to most of the workers present 
but it caused an investigation to be set on 
foot, and the resuit has been to show that 
the statement was correct. 

The oMcta! name of the Female Hospital is 
the st. Louis Femaie Hospital and Industrial 
Home. Its original name was the Socia! Evi- 
Hospital and House of Industry, and the in- 
vestigation made by the rescue workers 
shows that it had its origin at the 
time the so-called social evil or. 
dinance was in force in St. Louis. his or- 
dinance provided for municipal regulation of 
the social evil and among other things pro- 
vided fora rigid monthly examination of all 
the scarlet women by physicians Guly ap- 
pointed dy the health department. This 
made a hospital for the care of certain of 
these women a necessity, and an ordinance 
was finally passed providing for its er ection! 


Under the social evil ordinance the houses 
of ill-repute were required to a certain 
sum into the city treasury and eaeh in- 
mate was also required to pay a certain tax. 
This fund was Known as the Social Evil fund. 
It was out Of this fand that the hospital was 
built, and it was out Of this fund, too, that it 
was expected to maintain it. 

It was also the intention of the ordinance 
to make this institution a rescue and indus- 
trial home, and this was why the words 
House of industry were incorporated into 
ite name. When the institution was first 
opened this was made a feature and the 
proper officers were appointed. 

The social evil ordinance became effeetive 
in 1870. Tae ordinanse providing for 
the purchase of the site for 
the hospital and dome was passed 
in 18723. The ordinance appropriating the 
money for its erection was passed im 1878. 
The cost of the building and ground was 
$40,000 and it was paid out of the Social Evil 
fund, which was collected directly from the 
women whom the institution was intended 
to benefnt. 

But in is74the State Legislature repealed 
the act under which the city was om 
powered to regulate the social evil 
and the ordinance as necessarily 
repealed. Then it was deeided 
to change the name of the institation, which 
was done, an ordinance being passed making 
its official title **The St. Louls Female Hos- 
pitaland Industrial Home. It will de seen 
from this title that the intention of the law- 
makers was that it should retain its industrial 
and rescue features, which it did for some 
time. But gradually this was lost sigkt of until 
at present there is pot a semblance of such a 
feature about the institution. It is a female 
hospital pure and simple, to which women 
ofany class, suffering from any sort of an 
allment, are admitted. Way the home fea- 
ture has been eliminated no one of the pres- 
ent generation of city officials kaows. 

What may be the result of the present in 
vestigation by the rescue workers it is a 
little early to predict. It ie probable, how- 
ever, that an attempt will be made, in view 
of pressing demands for more home roam, to 
bave this feature of the institution revived. 
The workers claim that this is clearly one of 
the uses for which it was intended and that, 
inasmuch as it was built directly out of a 
fund paid in dy the class of women in whom 
they are interested, it is but justice that they 
should reap the benefits.

FELL FIVE STORIES. 


Edward Walsh’s Fatal Plunge From 
the Ruins of the Liggett Building. 


Edward Walsh, a wrecker on the Liggett 
building at Nineteenth and Chestnut streets, 
was killed this morning about 9:30 o’clock by 
faliing from a fifth story window while en- 
gaged in tearing Gown the walls. His death 
was almost instantaneous and the body was 
removed to the Morgue. 

Since the me of last Saturday the walls of 
the Liggett bullding have been in a very un- 
safe condition. The northern and eastern 
walis had fallen during the fre, but most of 
the southern wall remained standiag. Asa 
high wind was liable to blow it over, it was 


determined to tear it down immediately. 

This morning Wals Degan the work on it. 
He eontracted to remove the debris as far as 
the fourth story for 0. With him as assist- 
ants were John Kavanaugh and William 
McDonougk. Walsh was at workin a fifth- 
story window. He stood onthe sul witha 
ropein his band trying to throw it over 
the crossbeam. In making the cast he leaned 
too far in. The rope caught, but the mas 
lost his balance and fell. He grasped the 
dangling rope with his hands, but its sup- 
port gave way and he plunged headlong onto 
the bricks and beams below. 

His helpers hastened tohim. He was ua- 
conscious, but life was still in his body. Dr. 
Goodman of 1915 Market street was hastily 
called and on his arrival pronounced the 
man dead. Officer Flaherty, who had deen 
notified of the accident, called up the dead 
wagon, and the body was removed to the 
Morgue. There was nothing on it to indicate 
his place of residence, nor did his compan- 
ions know where it was. 

They say he was 89 years old and a mar- 
ried man.

Our workmanship are not 


all equal to the best tailor’s, 


Archbiskep Corrigan Will Answer the 
Charges Made Against Him. 


Naw York, Sept, 25.—The contents of the 
pamphlet presented at Rome, in which 
strong charges are made against Archbishop 
Corrigan, accusing him of unwarranted op- 
position to Mgr. Satolli, have created a sen- 
sation in Catholic circles im this city. 

A feature of the charges is a paragraph 
which accusesa number of lay friends of 
Archbishop Corrigan with having opposed, 
through the newspapers, Mgr. Satolii’s re- 
installmentof Dr. McGlynn. Among those 
who were named in this connection were 
John D. Crimmins, Joseph F. Daley, Eugene 
Kelly, Joseph J. Donoughe, Frederick Cou- 
dert and George Blies, the latter two the 
Cathedral counsel. In this connection the 
Post-DisPaTOH correspondent is in a post- 
tion to state, on the authority of a very well- 
infermed Oatholic layman, that Archbishop 
Corrigan has privately announced his inten- 
tion to proceed to Rome after the adproach- 
ing meeting of the archbishops in Puaila- 
delphia. 

Mr. George Bliss has also intimated his in- 
tention of visitin Le this fall or in the 
coming winter. „ Buss bas informed bis 
friends that he will’ go there as counsel for 
Aichbishop Corrigan and that he has taken 
a house in Rome for the season. 

From the same source the correspondent 
learns that previous to the departure of the 
Archbishop an effort will be made to or- 
ganize a public demonstration in his honor 
and to present him with two testimoniais— 
one from the Catholic laity and another from 
the clergy of New York.

WM. JOYCE, WHILE DRUNK, WANTED 
TO FIGHT FIFTY MEN. 
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A Dare Devil 18- Year-Old Cattle Herder 


From Texas Creates Consternmation at 
the Bar of the Theater Comique—Did 
Not Know in What City He Was Until 
Arrested. 


An 18-year-old Texas cowboy named WII 
iam Joyce caused cold chills to creep up and 
down the spinal columns ofa large crowd of 
husky characters at the Theater Comique 
this morning about z o’clock, and the result 
was that he was convicted before Judge 
Morris this morning on charges of carrying 
concealed weapons and disturbing the 
peace, and wag fined 810. 

William Williams, dne of Fruin 4 Bam- 
brick’s laborers, who is employed at Cold- 
water, was a Gefendant in the same case 
charged with disturbing the peace, and he 
was discharged. 

Joyce has relatives in st. Louls—cousins— 
and when he was taken into custody he gave 
the name of Murphy to keep his cousins from 
bearing of the trouble. 4 pluckier cowboy 
never was heard of, even in the pages of a 
dime novel, than Col. Joyce. When Officer 
Meehan of the Central District reached the 
scene of the trouble, he found Joyce, who is 
a mere youth, surrounded by no less than 
fifty full-grown men, all of whom were try- 
ing to get at him, and he was Sighting like a 
Trojan. He hada British dull dog revol- 
ver in his hand and, to use his expression. 
„People would have been swimming in 
blood.“ it he had not been overpowered, 
when he drew the weapon. 

JOYCE'S EXPERIENCE. 

Joyce was intoxicated and he did pot know 
in what city he was when arrested. He herds 
cattle on a ranch about.fifty miles south of 
San Antonio, Tex., and owns a share 


in the place he claims, He has been «a cow. 
boy all his life, or at least since he could ride 
a horse, and has grown up fully imbued with 
the wild Western spirit of manhood. He 
and another herder, he said, took a drove of 
cattle over into Louisiana, and then 
went to New Vrieans. From 
to Cairo, 
* under the 
influence of ‘‘red-eye’”’ bought a new suit of 
clothes, and got a neck-tleand a pair of 
socks thrown in with the Dargain. He had, 
he claims, about $200 when he left New Or 
leans, and after he got his suit at Cairo he 
took an excursion train to St. Louls. He ar- 
rived here last night ana proceeded to tare 
in the town. although he did not 
know what city it was unt told 
this morning. At the Theater Oomique he 
feilin with William Willlamsand spent ser 
eral dollars, he claims, for drinks with 1 
tags and others. . 
THE TROUBLE. 

The young cowboy was having a good tim 
until Williams complained about the bar 
tender making an un complimentary 
remark which he thought re- 
fected on him, Col. Joyce took 


Williame’ part and got intpan argument 
withthe bartender trying toinduce him to 
apologize. A wrangie ensued, but when Col. 
Joyce whipped outalarge Smith & Wesson 
revolveran apology came at once. While 
he was flourishing the weapon he was 
attacked bY a aozen or more by- 
standers, and though he fought bravely 
he was floored and relieved 
of his gun. The Dartender took charge of the 
weapon. Joyce demanded its return, and 
declared he would fight the whole crowd, 
ivethem guns and he would take a knife. 
nen he saw he couldn't get his revolver he 
leftthe place and returned a few minutes 
later with a large bulldog revolver 
in his hand, He stuck the 
under the barkeeper’s 
Gemanded his other revolver. While they 
were parieying Williams and anumder of 
others Jumped towards Joyce and the fermer 
grabbed the revolver. Joyce struggled with 
the crowd and was making a frantic effort to 
turn the weapon loose, when Officer Meehan 
came on the scene and arrested Williams and 
Joyce. Ihe latter while in custody begged 
the officer to let him fight it out with knives 
or any weapon in true Texas style. He 
would show them his mettie, he said, 
CLAIMED HE WAS ROBBED, 

He wasfinally induced to keep quiet and 
he discovered that he had only $10 left out of 
$130, which he had when he arrived here, he 
charged Williams with having his money, 
and sald Williams had taken him around to 
the different wine-rooms. Williams had no 
money, however, when searched, but Joyce 
had six packages of cigarettes, which he 
bought out of the $10, and the pair of socks 
he got at Cairo. 

Daring the trial of the case to-day Joyce 
told a straightforward story, admitting that 
he had the revolvers and had the 
fight, but said he did notthink he disturbed 
anyboay’s peace by puttinga gun in their 
face. At least that is not an offense where 
I came from, he concluded. Judge Morris 
thought differently, however, and fined him. 
It is probable the young man will be let go 
on good behavior.

Synopsis of the Petition Filed at Chilli- 
cothe—Proposed Change in Constitu- 
tien Causes the Trouble—The Frojseted 
Methcdist American University at 
Washington City—Religious. 


CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Sept. 26.—A petition 
was filed here in the Circuit Court, which 
sets out a rather unique course of action.

Ss D. Datley, John 
Sparks, John W, scott ana Benjamin Wills, 
have usurped and intruded themselves into 
the offices of said corporation without 
authority. 

The petition is quitealong one and sets 
outa great many things, but winds up by 
asking the court to oust the defendasts from 
the offices they are assuming to hold, and to 
permit the relatorsto hold the offices dnd 
discharge the duties thereof. 

This association Was once ina very pros- 
perous condition and was an element for the 
promotion of better Mfe in and around the 
quiet little town of Avalon, twelve miles 
south of here.
